Refuse To Accept Stories. 
. The coroner's jury began deliberate- 
ing at 8 o'clock tonight aod reached 
its verdict at 11:45 p. m. It was sign- 
ed by every member of the jury. 

In returning its verdict, the jdry 
refused to accept in full faith the 
storiés of Libby, former Broadway 
blues singer, and Walker, a life-long 
friend of Reynolds, that the 20-year- 
old son of the late R. J. Reynolds, 
wealthy tobacco manufacturer, killed 
himself. 

Libby told the jury she could re- 
member none of what happened just 
before Reynolds was shot or after- 
wards for some hours, but remember- 
ed a “flash” in which she saw Reyn- 
olds with a pistol to his head, heard 
him call her name and saw him fall. 

Walker testified Reynolds told him 
just a few minutes before the shot 
that killed the youth was fired that 
he was going to kill himself. 

Many Suicide Threats. 

Besides accounts of the events of 
the night Reynolds was killed, the 
jury heard from Libby and Walker. 
during a six-hour session today. a 
strange story of dark fits of melan- 
cholia which seized the young mil- 
lionaire and during which he often 
threatened to kill himself. 

» Libby said that “seven or eight” 
times he threatened suicide and once | 
had placed a gun to her forehead. 

“I told him if he was going to 
shoot himself to kill: me, toe. I did 
not want to live without him,” she 
said. 

Mixed with her story of the events 
preceding last Wednesday night, when 
Reynolds was shot through the head 
on a sleeping porch of Reynolda, -the 
Reynolds family estate here, was a 
talé of marital unhappiness,

MacDonald To Explain 
That London Did Not 
Agree to United Front 
Against America. 


LONDON, July 11.—(UP)—Prime 
Minister J. Ramsey MacDonald will 
repudiate the suggestion that Great 
Britain is a party to the reported 
“united front” of Europe against the 
United States, when he explains the 
Lausanne reparations agreement in 
the house of commons tomorrow. 

The British official position, the 
United Press learned from authori- 
tative sources tonight, will be that 
Great Britain, France and Italy have 
agreed that it is “every nation for 
herself,” although each nation “should 
act with due regard to each other’s 
interests and for the general good.” 

It ig agreed, accordin to. this 
}source, that no nation should —_ 
a war debt, settlement with the U 
ed States to which the others m ht 
object. 

British officials, furthermore, ex- 
pect the United States to deal with 
the debt question on the merits of the 
individual debtors, and not as a col- 
lective enterprise. 


GERMANY DENIES PART

BERLIN, July 11.—()—tThe s0- 
called gentlemen’s agreement reached 
at Lausanne brought forth tonight a 
semi-official government statement in 
which is was said that “Germany 
has nothing whatever to do with any 
agreements between England, France 
or other powers.’

HAROWIEK URGES. 
NATIONAL REPEAL 


Gubernatorial Candidate, 
However, Appeals for 
Dry. Georgia. 


——— 


AUGUSTA, Ga., July 11—)— 
Thomas W. Hardwick, candidate for 
governor, today announced himself in 
favor of repeal of national prohibition, 
but said he would not favor the sale 
of liquor in Georgia and believed the 
present state liquor laws should be 
maintained. 

He made the public statement in 
answer to a question from Stephen 
Pace, of Americus. 

The statement follows: 

“I did not include in my platform 
any reference to the prohibition ques- 
tion for the reason that at the present 
moment it is purely a national issue 
and not a state issue, and I felt that 
the governor of Georgia, in the present 
critical condition of its fiscal affairs, 
ought to be selected without reference 
to the pa ssions and prejudices and feel- 
ings that cluster around the highly 
controversial subject of prohibition. 
For the same reason, I have so far 
refrained from saying anything in my 
public addresses on the question, as I 
have no desire to inject'a false issue 
into the state campaign. 

“Still, you have asked my position 
about this matter and I give it to you 
freely, willing for you to make any 
use of it you see fit, and I state it as 
plainly and unequivocally as I know 
how to state it.

“In 1913, while a member of the 
United States house of representatives, 
I voted against what has now become 
the eighteenth amendment, as it was 
then offered by Representative Hobson, 
Alabama, in 1917, while United States 
senator from Georgia, I again voted 
against the eighteenth amendment in 
its present form. I cast these votes 
because I am fundamentally: a demo- 
crat and believe in the basic princi- 
ples of that party. One of those bagic 
principles is the fight of each state

ATE TO STUDY

Probe of Campaign Ex- 
penditures Also Plan- 
ned; Treasury Investi- 
gation Sought. 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—(4)— 
Two new investigations were launched 
today by the senate while a searching 
inquiry into the conduct of the treas- 
ury and federal reserve board was 


discussed without reaching a __conclu- 
sion by the rules committee of the 
house. 

One of the new senate committees 
will keep a watchful eye on the ex- 
penditures of presidential and sena- 
torial candidates. The other is to 
make sure the loans of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation are 
strictly in aecord with law. 

Measures launching both inquiries 
were adopted with little debate and 
without record votes. 

Because of the additional burdens 
to be placed upon the directors of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, President Hoover today dispatch- 
ed a special message to .congress 
recommending that the board in- 
creased from seven to eight members. 

The president asked also that the 
overnor of the federal reserve board, 

ugene Meyer, and _ the farm. loan 
commissioner, Paul Bestor, be replaced 
on the board of directors by successors 
to be named by him, 

He asked that the secretary of the 
treasury, Ogden Mills, be retained as 
an ex-officio member of the board 
since “‘it is desirable that the treasury 
should maintain its intimate associa- 
tion with the corporation.” 

Speaking of the necessity of bring- 
ing new men into the corporations 
work, the president said: 

“Tt has within the past few days 
arrived at ‘a point where there is 
danger of a physical breakdown among 
the ex-officio members in their en- 
deavor to carry on dual duties.”

The senate shut the door abruptly to- 
day upon immediate modification of 
the Volstead act to legalize brewing 
of beer, thus temporarily removing 
this politically vexatious issue from 
harassed legislators on Capitol Hill. 

Protesting to the last, the persistent 
Senator Hiram Bingham, republican, 
Connecticut, saw his 2.75 per cent bill 
sent to rest in the pigeon holes of the 
judiciary committee for the remainder 
of this congress. 

Democratic Floor.Leader Joseph T. 
Robinson, Arkansas, was responsible 
for the strategy which shelved the 
beer proposal, without a direct vote, 
Bingham sought to test democrats on 
their platform plank, calling fer im- 
mediate modification of the Volstead 
act as well as repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. He failed after several 
days of hammering for a direct vote.

Controversial Loan to In- 
dividauls Clause Will Be 
Stricken From Legisla- 
tion Now Being Drafted 
for Hurried Passage.

WASHINGTON, July 11—(P—A 
presidential veto having doomed the 
Garner project for Reconstruction 
Corporation loans to individuals, con- 
gressional leaders made ready tonight 
to set a new relief bill on the road 
to the White House tomorrow.

Hoping to have his way in the re- 
lief legislation after all the dispute 
it has caused, President Hoover fol- 
lowed up his scorching message veto- 
ing the Garner-Wagner bill late in the

He asked that the federal reserve 
board governor and farm loan com- 
missioner be eliminated as ex-officio 
members of the reconstruction board, 
to be replaced by men free of other 
duties, and that one more member be 
added as well. 

If at all possible, the plan is to 
have the senate go at the relief pro- 
gram again tomorrow. Wagner has 
his bill ready. 

Loan Provision. 

The provision to allow federal re- 
serve banks to make loans to bo 
dividuals, if the board approves, was 
introduced today by Senator Glass, 
democrat, Virginia, sponsor of the fed- 
eral reserve system, and was approved 
by democratic leaders of both houses, 
along with some republicans. 

Senator Wagner said he did not 
believe the president would object to 
this, as the loans would not be made 
from public funds as under the pro- 
vision of the former bill which was 
vetoed. 

Any of the 12 federal reserve banks 
would be empowered to lend “to. in- 
dividuals by permission of the reserve 
board, if the individuals could not ob- 
tain funds through the usual bank- 
ing channels. 

Aside from this major provision, 
the revised Wagner bill follows. out 
in general the recommendations of the 
president in his message repudiating 
the bill passed last week.

Mayor James L. Key believes that 
a council reduction should be made, 
and voters ef Atlanta already have 
voted to redistrict the city for this 
purpose. It is highi. provable that 
another reduction fight will be made 
in the fortheoming meeting of the 
Georgia assembly. 

Gilliam’s plan provided for one 
councilman from the 13 wards as now 
established, an alderman from each 
quadrant and one from the city at 
large. Council members would be elect- 
ed he the wards they represent, under 
the plan and aldermen by vote of the 
entire electorate of the city. 


Action on a proposal to set up a 
budget ¢ommission composed of the 
mayor, comptroller and chairman of 
the finance committee, which would 
be clothed with authority to draft 
budgets and to give it power to dic- 
tate a bugetary policy, was deferred 
pending further study. Alderman G. 
Everett Millican, of the tenth ward, 
was author of that measure. 

If the consolidation into a unit of 
Atlanta and that portion of Fulton 
and DeKalb counties which now lie 
within the municipality is approved, 
the territory would administer its own 
school system, collect and disperse its 
own taxes, give its own police and fire 
protection and perform its own sani- 
tary functions.

Where the head of the 
family is a woman or a man physical- 
ly disabled scrip calling for food will 
be distributed, it was said. 

On Wednesday morning another 
“self-help” employment and food depot 
will be opened in the Lakewood 
Heights section, where the same plan 
will be followed. 

Thursday a depot will be opened in 
the Cook’s district of Fulton county; 
and next Tuesday one will be estab- 
Tished at Adamsville. If it is found 
necessary, Mr. Stewart added, one also 
will be located in the Buckhead dis- 
trict. 

576 Families Destitute. 

According to figures furnished the 
county commission by the charity or- 
ganizations there are 576 families des- 
titute in the county. It is the plan 
of the commission to purchase such 
staples as meal, flour, lard, meat, cof- 
fee, sugar and vegetables to be used 
for provisions which may be bought at 
cost by the heads of families who are 
given scrip in payment for their work, 
under the “self-help” plan. It is pro- 
posed to give every man possible at 
least two days’ work a week, the labor 
to be of a varied nature ranging from 
weeding cutting, grading, grass cut- 
ting on the golf courses, and other 
public improvement. 

In this manner, Mr. Stewart point- 
ed out, heads of families may actually 
earn their livelihoods and thus escape 
the stigma of being farced to seek 
alms. The plan, the commissioner 
added, will be carried out until the 
city and county have come to agree- 
ment on the proposal for a central- 
ized system of charity relief, which it 
is hoped will be at an early date.

FLUTTERING MOTHS 


FILL NEW YORK AIR 
LIKE SNOWSTORM 


NEW YORK, July 11.—(NANA) 
Street cars 
have been stopped by swarms of grass- 
hoppers, blown in by one of those 
winds which does nobody any good, 
but a. plague of white-moths winging 
in the air like-a snowfall stopped the 


whole of New York when it made a ; 


sudden and bewildering appearance. 

The moths fluttered by the thou- 
sands around the lamp posts of Fifth 
avenue from Washington square to 
well beyond Central Park, and were 
reported in the Bronx and other sec- 
tions of the city, as well as in parts 
of New Jersey. Every brightly lighted 
shop had hundreds glued to the win- 
dows, and faundreds more dashed 
blindly into the headlights of automo- 
biles ana the hair of pedestrians. 

Dr. Thomas J. Headlee, entomologist 
of the New Jersey experiment station 
and professor of Rutgers University, 
with the assistance of Carl Ilg, an- 
other entomologist; quickly gathered 
up some specimens and announced to 
a breathless public that the white 
moths belonged to the geometridae 
family. They are also known as meas- 
uring moths, because in the caterpil- 
lar stage, they hump up on a twig or 
leaf and then stretch out as if meas- 
uring. 

The moths live only a few days and 
the entomologists promised quick re- 
lief. They were of the opinion that a 
fresh wind had swept them in, al- 
though their known habitat is in the 
northern states as far west as Colo- 
rado., | 

It was recalled that this was the 
third moth invasion of the city, the 
last one having occurred in 1909.

A HAPPY RIDDANCE. 

The denunciation of the demo- 
cratic repeal plank by the Method- 
ist board of temperance and social 
service, under the direction of 
Bishop Cannon, and its praise of the 
republican grohibition stand, cou- 
pled with an outspoken declaration 
in favor of Hoover, because he is 
on a dry platform are not surprising. 

The real intent of the straddling 
plank adopted by the republican 
convention is emphasized by the 
promulgation of the political bishop, 
“who supported Hoover four years 
ago. 

Designed to be presented as a wet 
plank in states favoring repeal and 
as a dry declaration in states favor- 
ing the existing status, the repub- 

lican purpose was obviously to get 
the voters coming and going. And 
Bishop Cannon has swallowed the 
bait, hook and sinker. 

But the straddle will not work 
and the doughty bishop will not 
carry the rank and file of his own 
church with him. 

After three years of hardship and 
deprivation, and now burdened with 
a crushing load of taxation, which 
could be made much lighter if the 
illegal liquor traffic were made to 
carry its proper share, the people 
of the country are in no mood for 
evasion or equivocation. 

It is a time for political courage 
and frankness and the democratic 
platform, not only in its plank on 
prohibition but in its position on 
every other issue, goes direct to the 
point, without any vote-getting cir- 
cumlocution. 

The solid south and the generally 
doubtful states bordering it are cer- 
tain to return record-breaking ma- 

| jorities for Roosevelt and Garner in 

the elections next November, Bishop 
Cannon to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

In some respects he is a happy 
riddance to the democratic party, as 
he will be to his church when it is 
convinced that he is an “Old Man 
of the Sea” around its neck. 


THE PHILIPPINE PROBLEM. 

Senator Copeland, of New York, 
suggests that the question of Philip- 
pine independence be submitted in 
a plebiscite to the American people, 
“who won the islands.” 

The granting of independence to 
the Filipinos is more than a ques- 
tion of whether or not they shall be 
given the status of a free people. 
More serious is the problem as to 
whether such freedom, a natural 
racial desire, would not do them 
more harm than good and result in 
the loss of all the advantages which 
have accrued to them under the 
protection and aid of the United 
States government. 

The question of independence for 
the islands must be decided from an 


economic and not a _ sentimental | 


- Standpoint. 

The average voter of this coun- 
try knows little or nothing of the 
economic exigencies faced by the 
Philippines and in consideration of 
which the only wise decision can be 
reached. 

Under American. guidance the 
Filipinos have been brought forward 
from a half-savage, almost totally un- 
educated and down-trodden people 
to a condition which compares fa- 
vorably with that of the modernized 
peoples of the world. Education is 
now general throughout the islands, 
health conditions are tremendously 
improved, a modern communications 
system has been installed and tribal 
animosities have been ended. 

Coincidént with this remarkable 
Improvement in living conditions 
there has developed an economic 
system which has brought compara- 


tive prosperity to the islands. Un-|s 
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to a 14 per cent cut in the execu- 
tive department. 

The five smaller spenders, con- 
sisting of the interior, justice, com- 
merce, state and labor departments, 
will receive a cut of approximately 
20 per cent, ranging from a 12 per 
cent cut on the justice department 
to a 28 per cent reduction on the 
department of commerce. 

In selecting this department for 
the largest cut, congress struck a 
blow at the governmental agency 
best qualified to be of direct and 
vital assistance to the business and 
financial interests of the country in 
the Struggle for the return of nor- 
mal economic conditions. 

Through its bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce it performs 
functions of the greatest importance 
at this time in promoting over-sea 
commerce and in facilitating all 
types of business intercourse with 
all markets of the world. 

It is possible that the drastic cut 
in the revenue of the commerce de- 
partment may make necessary 
wholesale dismissal of employes, or 
extended furloughs. It is certa§; 
that necessary official travel will 
have to be eliminated and the use 
of the wire services, vitally im- 
portant to the department’s activi- 
ties, will be among the other econo- 
mies which must be put into effect. 

Under this situation the repre- 
sentatives of the department man- 
ning the branch office in Atlanta 
will no longer be able to make their 
regular inspection and advisory trips 
to the various cities in this. district 
because of lack of money. 

It is Significant that both Great 
Britain and Canada, in making the 
drastic cuts last year to balance their 
budgets, exempted the expeditures 
for governmental instrumentalities 
for the promotion of foreign trade. 

The expért assistance and advice 
of the federal department of com- 
merce has been of vital importance 
in the upbuilding of our foreign 
trade. Now it is possible that if 
we ham-string this department while 
Great Britain and Canada are build- 
ing theirs, we will lose many mil- 
lions of international commerce 
which otherwise would come our 
way. 

It would have been wiser econ- 
omy if congress had cut more deep- 
ly into the appropriations of the 
large-spending, non-productive .de- 
partments and not have chosen a 
department so emergently necessary 
during the present economic condi- 
tions for the biggest slash. 

It is not too late yet to remedy 
this serious oversight.

By the 
time the studio puts an adaptor on 
the work, hires the author to give ex- 
pert advice, a scenarist to handle the 
camera end of it and dialogists td put 
in the necessary bright persiflage, it 
becomes a losing project before it’s 
released to the public.

Again an unconscious admission 
that germs cause putrescence, for the 
juggler has already admitted that 
germs produce pus, and here he ad- 
mits pus is a product of putrescence. 
It is inescapable, therefore, that 
germs are concerned in putrefaction 
when putrefaction occurs in the tis- 


gues. 

The charlatan plainly implies, with- 
out putting the idea into honest words, 
that the toxins which he deems it 
necessary ‘to “throw off” or “elimi- 


"inate” in any and all illnesses, are 


the products of germs, and that is the 
nearest he comes to the truth. 

The charlatan.betrays his ignorance 
by referring to a chiropractor thus 
“Dr. John Doe, D. C.,” whereas any 
eighth ‘Frade schoolboy knows it 
should either Dr. John Doe, or 
John Doe, D. C. if that is the man’s 
degree, but never both. Just as it 
should be Wm. Brady, M. D., or Dr. 
Wm. Brady, but never Dre Wm. 
Brady. M. D. Again the charlatan be- 
trays his ignorance by referring re- 
peatedly to ‘toxic poison.” Now poison 
is poison whether you think so in 
Anglo-Saxon or in Greek, and you 
can't make it any worse hy calling 
it poisonous poison in both languages.

crat of all the golfing cities in these United States. 

It was there that we have the first record of golf on 
the North American continent. There is an invitation 
in the archives of the Savannah Country Club dated 
December 13, 1811, which invites the recipient to a 
dance at “the golf club of this city.” 

This happens to be about 77 years before 


other friends constructed a six-hole course at Yonkers. 

The Savannah invitation was to a dance at the golf 
club. But other notices in the papers of, the city of that 
era, yellow and brittle with age, substantiate the claim 
that Savannah was the birthplace of golf on the North 
American continent. 

There are some fine old Georgia names on the 1811 invi- 
tation. They read as familiarly as if they were appended to 
somé modern-invitation. As managers of ‘the German there 


were Robert Mackay, George Woodruff, John Craig, James 


Dickson and George Hogarth. 
From the start at Savannah in 1811 when perhaps 
25 people played golf, the game has grown until it now 
boasts more than 10,000,000 slaves, addicts and thralls, 
all of them helplessly involved with the intricacies of 
either breaking 100 or, having done that, breaking a 75. 
The state tournament finds six players entered from Sa- 
vannah, probably as many as the game itself had in this coun- 
try in the early years of the Savannah settlement.

The Atlanta chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross will conduct an exam- 
training course beginning 
Thursday at 7 p. m. at the Atlanta 
Athletic Club under the direction of 
Ramone S. Eaton, field representa- 
tivé of the American Red Cress and 
expert in life saving and first aid 
methods. 

All senior life savers who are de- 
sirous of teaching life saving and 
swimming are invited to take this 
course, which is begin given free 
to those qualified. The classes will 
be held Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day of this week, beginning each eve- 
ning at 7. 

The national death rate by drown- 
ings has been for some years station- 
ary as to numbers, although it shows 
a steady decline when considered in 
relation to the constantly increasing 
number of swimmers. This reduction 
in percentage is due to the spread of 
water safety methods in which the 
American Red Cross has taken the 
leadership. Its life-saving, service 
now develops more than 60, new 
certified life savers annually. 

The life guards at the local pools 
are instructed and examined by R 
Cross inspectors. Many Atlantans 
have received instruction in 
Cross methods of swimming and life 
saving which has reduced the death 
rate of Atlantans on their vacations. 

The course includes training in 
diving to bring up bodies, methods 
of approaching struggling swimmers, 
breaking their holds and towing. them 
to the beach, and resuscitating the 
apparently drowned by the prone pres- 
sure system of artificial breathing. 
It aleo teaches how to deal with and 
prevent boating dpsets and other 
water accidents -and how to safe- 
guard swimming places.

BASEL, Switzerland, July 11.—(4) 


|A strong call for return to the gold 


standard was issued today by the jli- 
rectors of the Bank for International 
Settlements with the approval of the 
representatives of Britain, Japan aud 
Sweden, which are off gold. 

The concurrence’ of the British, 
Japanese and Swedish representatives 
was taken as an indication that their 
governments: intend shortly to return 
to gold. 

Montagu Norman, governor of the 
Bank of England and the British mem- 
ber of the board, was not present, but 
his alternate voted for the gold resc- 
lution with Mr. Norman’s approval. 
This was the first public indication 
on the stand of the Bank of England 
since the nation went -off the gold 
standard last fall. 

The gold resolution, adopted by 
unanimous vote of the board of direc- 
tors, took on added significance be- 
cause it came on the heels of the 
Lausanne agreement, virtually endiug 
reparations, which was signed last 
week. 

The resolution declared that to re- 
store economic normality it will be 
necessary for that agreement to be 
followed by “a satisfactory solution 
of the war debts.” This phrase, it 
was explained subsequently, was not 
aimed at the United States alone. 

Gold, the resolution said, is the “*best 
available monetary mechanism and 
best suited to make possible a free 
flow of the world’s trade.” 

For the mechanism of international 
payments to operate satisfactorily, it 
will be necessary, the resolution read, 
“to restore to a reasonable degree the 
freedom of the movement of goods, 
services and capital; to complete the 
solution of reparations reached at 
Lausanne by a satisfactory solution 
of the war debts, and to take .ghe 
necessary steps in each courtry to 
restore and maintain the equilibrium 
of international economy, not only as 
regards the public revenue and expen- 
diture, but also as regards production 
costs and the organization of the in- 
ternal money and capital markets.” 

G. W. MeGarrah, the American 
head of the World Bank, was author- 
ized to follow up the resolution.

The sessions 
Monday were held at Memorial hall, 
jointly with the State Superintend- 
ents’ Institute. 

Dr. Stewart declared “we must re- 
form the school code and the schools 


of Georgia must be taken out of poli- 


tics.” ‘ 

He charged that the distribution of 
school funds is unfair to the negroes, 
who are given nine ger cent, of the 
appropriations while 91 per cent goes 
to the white schools. The county 
school boards control the school funds 
and the superintendents can do noth- 
ing about it, he said. 


Sutton Is Speaker. 


Dr. W. A. Sutton, superintendent 
of the Atlanta public schools, and 
formerly president of the National 
Education Association, told members 
of both the P.-T. A.. and the School 
Superintendents’ Institute that “sick- 
ness is not a necessary evil and Provi- 
dence does not bring it on.” 

The superintendents convened for a 
three-day session with the address of 
Dr. Sutton. Registration followed 
early Monday afternoon, prior to a 
round-table conference in Peabody 
hall, led by Dr. Sutton, on “A School 
Program for Health Education.” 

The P.-T. A. institute opened its aft- 
ernoon session in War Memorial hall 
with group singing, led by Miss Ruth 
Wiegand, Atlanta. 

“We must change our philosophy in 
regard to sickness,” Dr. Sutton de- 
clared. ‘“Three-fourths of the people 
think we’ve just got to get sick. That 
kind of belief is halting the health 
education program in the state today. 
No one must have the measles or other 
such diseases. They should be asham- 
ed if they contract it.” 

Standard statistics show that 80 per 
cent of sickness is preventable and 
that 50 per cent of it is easily pre- 
ventable, Dr. Sutton said. “The cost 
of sickness to this country yearly is 
$6,500,000,000. We could save $3,- 
000,000,000 of this easily and $5,000,- 
000,000 could be saved if proper effort 
was made.” | 

Personality Development. 


He stressed the value of parental 
education and declared that one’s per- 
sonality is largely determined during 
the first five years of life. If the 
parents are rot able to care for the 
child properly, then the child will have 
to be placed in the hands of the nurses, 
Dr. Sutton explained.
